FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
BELONGS TO THE PEOPLE 
Who ever told that nosey editor he had a right 
to pry into what happened at our council meet­ 
ing? 
W hat gave that rep o rter any idea that he 
could w rite about the school d irecto rs the way 
he did? 
The answ er is that there is no law, rule, regu­ 
lation or o rd er that specifically requires a 
newspaper rep o rter to cover city council, school 
board or court sessions. The Constitution says 
“ C ongress shall make no law. . . abridging the 
freedom of the p re ss.” 
One can search out all 
of the laws of the Federal Government, right 
down to the Freedom of Information bill passed 
by the 89th Congress, and find nothing further 
about “ the p re ss .” 
The sam e can be said of state law. Most state 
constitutions recognize freedom of the press to 
publish news, but none particularize these rights, 
or set down any p ress responsibilities. 
The newspaper is not required to report the 
city council meeting or send someone to the 
school directors* sessions. 
The reporter could 
stay home. Nor do laws specify that “ the press** 
be accorded any special treatm ent before any 
public body. 
“ Open meeting laws** never men­ 
tion new spapers, rep o rters, or news media. They 
sim ply affirm the right of the public at large to 
attend and observe meetings of governing as­ 
sem blies. 
M rs. Smith, then, can “ cover** the city council 
— for her club, her neighborhood, or just for 
herself. The principle of open government meet­ 
ings was established for the people — the re si­ 
dent, the voter, the taxpayers, all the governed 
— not solely for the press or its representa­ 
tives. 
Then why is it that “ the right to know** and 
“ freedom of information** always seem to be 
linked with the press? 
In the very early days of American settlement 
all of the people of a local community would 
gather in the town meeting and determine the 
affairs of the community. Almost everybody at­ 
tended, and those who didn't, soon learned from 
the informed majority. 
But villages soon grew into cities, and the “pure 
democracy** of the town meeting gave way to rep­ 
resentative democracy. Government was growing 
more remote from the people. It was also grow­ 
ing more complicated. Yet the citizen, as a vot­ 
er, had the same responsibility to keep himself 
informed. 
It followed naturally that the Nation’s fledgling 
press should fill the role of reporter and com­ 
mentator on public affairs. No one passed a law 
requiring it. 
The Founding Fathers simply had 
faith that a private press, given the guarantee of 
freedom to do so, would accept the responsibil­ 
ity. 
And of course it has. For nearly two cen­ 
turies newspapers have attended meetings of gov­ 
erning bodies, reporting and interpreting in be­ 
half of the public. 
The reporter attends city council meetings as a 
member of the public. He has a right to be pres­ 
ent only if the public retains that right. The 
editor comments on the council’s decisions — or 
lack of them — as an ordinary citizen. While he 
is aided in his function by the printing press at 
his disposal, it gives him no special rights. He 
Can comment only so long as the public has a priv­ 
ilege of commenting. 
The “ right to know” and “ freedom of informa­ 
tion” are concepts with which the newsman works 
every day. The same professional tradition which 
sends him to the city council meeting compels him 
to resist inroads on these public rights. For he 
knows, and the public should always realize too, 
that in all that he does, the newspaperman acts 
s s a citizen, in behalf of his fellow citizens.

Peter Zenger, a 
prlnter-publisher arrested for 
“libel'* and 
imprisoned 
for 
printing attacks 
against the 
colonial 
administration, 
won 
a celebrated Arial 
whlc^ e-,uhll$be<i 
tpuU> as,.,-a 
defense 
un cases of libel 
and 
marked the beginning of free­ 
dom of the press in America. 
Until this time, criticism of co­ 
lonial 
government 
officials, 
even though true, was 
“libel­ 
ous** and 
punishable by Im­ 
prisonment. 
“ No nation 
ancient or mod­ 
ern,** wrote 
Zenger In 1733, 
“ ever lost the liberty of freely 
speaking, writing, or publish­ 
ing their sentiments, but forth­ 
right lost their liberty In gen­ 
eral and became slaves.** 
Twenty-five years later, Tho- 
mas Jefferson wrote the Mar- 
quia de LaFayette, “ The only 
security of 
all is in a free 
press. The force of public opin­ 
ion 
cannot 
be 
resisted when 
permitted freely to be expressed. 
The agitation it produces must 
be 
submitted to. It is neces­ 


sary to keep the waters pure. 
Freedom of speech and free­ 
dom of the press to publish the 
truth, therefore, received high 
priority in the framing of the 
Constitution when 20 years later 
the Colonists fought for and won 
their freedom from 
Britain.

WOODBURN, Ore. (AF) - 
One of the most unusual pil­ 
grimages 
in 
modern 
history 
seems to have ended in this 
small agricultural 
community 
which is now home for more 
than 800 Russian nomads known 
as “ Old Believers.” 
More than 40 years ago an ob­ 
scure Russian religious sect 
called Starovery, or Old Believ­ 
ers, fled the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion for China, in hopes of being 
able to farm in peace and isola­ 
tion. 
Thirty years 
later another 
Communist 
revolution 
sent 
them 
from 
China 
halfway 
around the world to Brazil. 
But for some the move to Bra­ 
zil was unsuccessful. So In the 
early 1960s they began migrat­ 
ing to the United States and to 
Woodburn. 
Old Believers adhere to the 
old ways. The men wear tunics 
and sashes. They do not shave. 
The women wear peasant dress­ 
es and they braid their hair. 
Old Believers do not smoke. 
They do not approve of movies 
or television. Men do not dance 
with women. Food cannot be ea­ 
ten from a dish belonging to 
someone else. 
They are the most conserva­ 
tive of all Russian 
Orthodox 
sects— with religious traditions 
rooted several hundred years. 
Why did they come to Wood­ 
burn, a town about 30 miles 
south of Portland? 
“ The Old Believers like the 
rural farm life out here,” ex­ 
plains Bernie Sullivan, a repre­ 
sentative of the Tolstoy Founda­ 
tion, a New York-based relief 
organization which helps bring 
displaced persons to America.

It has, in 
nly-one years, changed from 
rmporary, emergency effort 
led at the relief of children 
war-torn countries to a per­ 
cent program of assistance to 
childre ii of the world's de­ 
aling areas. UNICEF today 
as 120 nations and territories 
serve their youth, through 
I in the fields of health, 
education, and social 
assisted 
nutritior 
services. 
The countries UNICEF assists 
in Asia, Africa, Latin America 
and the Middle East are faced 
with a wide range of problems 
and challenges. They must cope 
with the urgent need for change 
on many fronts. Development of 
agriculture, industry, trade and 
education must proceed rapidly. 
Their problems affect especially 
the youngest in their population. 
As estimated 300 million child­ 
ren in the developing countries 
suffer 
from malnutrition. The 
chances tliat infants and children 
can receive medical attention are 
slim. Only about 5 percent of the 
rural children come in contact 
with any health service. Only 
two-fifths of the school age child­ 
ren complete primary school, 
a-d a much smaller percentage 
go cm to secondary school. 
DESERVE HIGH PRIORITY 
UNICEF’s basic humanitarian 
motivation -- to help children 
lead better lives — has not 
changed throughout the years. 
However, responding to the vast 
and complex needs of develop­ 
ing countries, UNICEF’s goals 
have expanded. There is an im­ 
portant relationship between pro­ 
grams to benefit children and the 
economic and social development 
of the countries in which these 
children live. To help countries 
answer the increasing needs of 
their children, UNICEF’s goal 
is to assist them to develop 
special programs for this pur­ 
pose and encourage them to give 
these programs a high priority 
in their development plans. 
The Children’s Fund assists 
a tout 500 projects in the under­ 
developed lands, at their own 
request. UNICEF today is pro­ 
viding equipment that helps es­ 
tablish networks of health ser­ 
vices, milk processing plants, 
community and school nutrition 
programs, day-care centers and 
schools. UNICE F funds also make 
it possible for local people to be 
trained as auxiliary health work­ 
ers, 
midwives, 
nurses, youth 
workers, toed technicians and 
elementary teachers. 
NEEDS STILL GREAT 
Much lias been accomplished in 
a short time. UNICEF has as­ 
sisted more than 500 teacher- 
training schools, 9,000 primary 
schools, 30,000 health centers 
N and 
sub-centers 
and 
2,000 
mothers’ clubs, among many new 
institutions. Literally millions of 
children 
have 
been protected 
against 
disease 
in 
mass 
campaigns 
against 
malaria, 
tubercu losls, tractoina, leprosy 


and yaws. 
Although the accomplishments 
inc rease each year, tile needs are 
greater. 
UNICEF’s 
projects, 
carried out with modest financial 
resources, cannot hope to reach 
all the children who need help. 
UNICEF hopes to ald as many 
children as possible directly, 
but it also sees its projects as 
a kind of catalyst. A major pur­ 
pose of UNICEF-assisted pro­ 
grams is to help countries by 
demonstrating practically what 
can be done, stimulating further 
work for children and attracting 
more resources for children both 
from outside and within the de­ 
veloping countries. In this way, 
UNICEF’s small financial invest­ 
ment can yield results far out 
of proportion to the amount In­ 
vested. 
AMERICANS HELPFUL 
As it reaches a major point in 
its growth, UNICEF seeks to 
assist countries in ways that will 
multiply and to give the creative 
help that will serve more and 
more 
children 
throughout the 
world. 
American boys and girls are 
instrumental in promoting such 
vital work. Ever since 1950, they 
have devoted their traditional 
Halloween fun to a Trick or Treat 
collection on behalf of their less 
fortunate counterparts overseas. 
From initial proceeds of $17.00, 
this program resulted in whop­ 
ping contribution of over $2.7 
million to UNICEF in 1966. 
This year again, it is expected 
that Trick or Treat of UNICEF 
in more than 13,00 American 
communities will bring about 
substantial help for needy child­ 
ren and mothers in areas of the 
world where hunger, disease and 
misery are their constant com­ 
panions.

RAMPANT FANATICISM 
Looking hack at the National 
Conference for New Politics held 
in Chicago early this fall, Ameri­ 
cans can see in this strange and 
terrible gathering the unleashing 
of the forces of unreason (to put 
it mildly) in our society. 
The 
meeting, 
originally de­ 
signed to unite all the radical 
elements in the nation and open­ 
ing with an address by the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr., quickly 
disintegrated into a condition of 
anarchy and total fanaticism. 
Actually, the National Confer­ 
ence for New Politics should be 
viewed as another link in a lengthy 
chain of ugly events In this nation. 
The ancestral sources of this 
meeting, so to speak, include the 
San Francisco riot against the 
House Committee on Un-Amer­ 
ican Activities, the sit-ins con­ 
ducted against the war in Viet­ 
nam, and this past summer’s 
urban riots. The conference, like 
these other events, was riddled 
with 
communists and fellow- 
travelers. 
What we can see in the Chicago 
conference is the development of 
radical fantatism into a mania 
that is profoundly dangerous to 
the Republic. Indeed the confer­ 
ence should be equated with the 
beer hall gatherings of Adolf Hit­ 
ler and his cohorts in the 1920s. 
Like the early Nazis, the left­ 
wingers in Chicago want to de­ 
stroy the nation in which they 
live. 
A fascinating development In­ 
side the 
conference was the 
emergence of the so-called Black 
Caucus. This group was success­ 
ful in imposing on the confer­ 
ence at large its twisted version 
of the national and international 
realities. 
The liberals in the 
conference w’ho had some res­ 
ervations about the most irra­ 
tional statements of the caucus 
were overwhelmed. In the last 
analysis, the meekly surrend­ 
ered to the general mania. 
The New Leader Magazine, a 
liberal journal, quoted the re­ 
marks of some of the conference 
participants who were confronted 
with the Black Caucus positions. 
“We owe them an endorsement,” 
the New Leader quoted Herman 
Cole, whom it described as “a 
pastor and peace candidate for 
the Buffalo, N, Y„ City Council.” 
The magazine abo quoted Dr. 
Bertram Garskof of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., as saying: 
“ To create 
revolution. . . anything goes.” 
The statements adopted by the 
conference 
are 
unrivaled in 
American history for their total 
departure 
from reason. 
The 
group accepted, for example, the 
position of the Black Caucus that 
“white civilizing committees be 
established in all white commun­ 
ities to civilize and humanize 
tile savage and beast-like char­ 
acter that runs rampant through­ 
out America.” 
Hard - core leftists positions 
were embraced by the confer* 
ence. For Instance, james Fore­ 
man, secretary to the Student 


Non-Violent Coordinating Com­ 
mittee, insisted upon unanimous 
support for condemantion of South 
Africa and for a boycott of 1968 
General 
Motors automobiles. 
When one delegate protested the 
abandonment of parliamentary 
rules, 
the 
presiding officer 
shouted; “Yes, I’m the dictator.” 
It should not be imagined that 
this wild conference in Chicago 
is an isolated development. The 
protest marches in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin — coming after the 
Chicago meeting — have a log­ 
ical connection. Fantacism, once 
unleashed, is known to spread in 
epidemic form. 
Thus, in Mil­ 
waukee, a gang of protestors — 
political hoodlums — invaded the 
mayor’s office and ripped it to 
pieces. 
The mayor, in what 
seems a tragic miscalculation, 
instructed the police to stand t 
and let the protestors destrc 
furniture and carve on paneling 
The fact is that radical hoodlur 
elements, if they discover the 
can get away with one act of vi­ 
olence, will engage in many mon 
such acts. 
Milwaukee residents 
learned 
this when the street protest 
continued under the leadershipo:

One of these mornings when

To help them expand and Im­ 
prove their food service during 
the coming school year, our Na­ 
tion’s schools are assured of at 
least $143 million worth of ck^ 
nated foods from the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
That’s the word from Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman who noted that schools 
received less than $ 130-million 
worth of donated foods during 
the entire 1966-67 school year. 
USDA has already purchased or 
contracted for more than 436- 
million pounds of frozen 
and 
canned 
beef, 
butter, frozen 
orange juice concentrate, dried 
eggs, and nonfat dry milk. Still 
more will be bought and allocated 
to schools during the year. 
In addition, schools may obtain 
as much as they can effectively 
use of such foods as raisins, 
peanut butter, flour, rice, short­ 
ening, lard, cornmeal, corn grits, 
rolled oats, rolled wheat and bul­ 
gur. 
Besides giving a boost to school 
lunches for over 20 - million
